Senator Allison (In.) supported the bill, 


and In reply to tho objections as to the di- 
vision of Dakota, cited tho cases of Michi- 
gan and Iowa as bavins done tho same 
thin?.

tho people of the Southern States. 


Senator Sherman said that he liad been 


forced Into tho debate by tho charges ol 
tho Senator from Missouri (Test) that Presi- 
dent Hayes liad been elected by fraud. 
In replying to that charge Wednesday 
hoi had road, uot newspaper paragraphs, 
but the carefully prepared nnd revised 
reports of speeches of Governor McEnery 
and Senator Eustls, as proving tho truth of 
the facts established before tho Louisiana 
returning board. It was not to revive tho

Very few people in this city know that 


a Fiji Islander, a genuine man-eater, 
lives in their midst, but it is so, assorts 
tho Louisville Courier-Journal. Sho—Cor 
it is a woman and uamcloss—is a very 
strange appearing character, and it is 
ivortb a long walk to take a poop (it her 
cannibalship. "Spotted Johnny," as the 
man-eater has boon called, may be fo»tid 
any hour of tho day or night at tholittlo 
cottage of Patrick Cain, an engineer on 
tho Newport Novi-s & Mississippi Valloy 
railway, on West Kentucky street. Sho 
never coos farther away from homo than 
tho imniediato neighborhood .in which sho 
lives, and is qtiito as iuoft'onsivo a person, 
thO'.igk not as beautiful, perhaps, as ono 
would caro to moot.

tho capital of tho Stato. iVild turkeya 
aro killed In largo numbers ovory fall 
within fifteen miles ot Harrisburg,. and 
within tho county witbin which tho city 
Is sltuatod. It requires but a shore jour- 
ney from Pottsvillo or Reading to onjoy 
tho same sport, while all of the small 
villages aro centers from which tho sports- 
man may Iind turkey hunting to his 
heart's dosiro, uny time from early fall 
until the deep snows of winter mako t!w 
sport not only unpleasant but dangerous 


Any ono who has over tramped over tho 


Blue Mountains has noticed tho fgroat 
numbor of tall, dead and almost branch- 
less tree trunks that stand on tho highest 
and rockiest summits, out of tho roach of 
tho boldest mountain-climber. Early in 
tho morning, or toward -nightfall, ono or 
more great birds may bo seen hovering 
about tbo tops of those dead and sontinol- 
liko trunks. Tho birds are bald eagles. 
Tho eagles select those dead trees on tbo 
isolated peaks to b ul'd their nests in. It 
is one of tho superstitions oi! tho Bluo 
Mountain woodsman tbat it is tho pres- 
ence of tho eagles and their nosts that 
kills tho latter, but tho fact is that if a 
troo Is not dead in tho first place an'oaglo 
will not select it for its nesting place. 
Tho bird uses tho baro trunk a; a post of 
observation. 
Sometimes tu"o top oC a 


naked and inaccessible rock serves tho 
purpose. 


It may bo" that tho presence or tbo wild 


turkey in such n umbers ma}- account for 
tho oaglo, so rare in similar localities, re- 
taining his homo among those mount- 
ains, for in all bis prodatory rounds this 
great 
marauder of tho air could not 


find a richer prize as his proyl The habits 
of tho engle keep it almost 
constantly 


away from tho sight of. man, and it is 
only when tho depletion of a sheopfold is 
begun systematically and regularly that 
tho farmer is warned that an caglo or two 
is near, aud that by biding himself near 
tho fold ho may surprise tho strong- 
beaked robber nt his work, and finish his 
career with a wcll-diroctod riflo- ball.

bald eagle measuring over seven 
feet 


from tip to tip of his wings was recently 
shot by a turkey hunter on tho Second 
Mountain, in Schuykill County, thooaglo 
having dropped suddenly down on a flock 
of turkeys, which the hunter, hidden se- 
curely, was calling within closer range. 


THE TOWN-LOT. BUSTLER. 


LIfo-"LUco Description ot ft Uulquo "West- 


ern Character,

known character. A corrospondont of 
tho Now York Times, writing from Gyp- 
sum City, Kas., has soon hi:n on his native 
hoath and describes him thus:

listen to him lie. His eyes brighten at 
tho word.

quivers with excitement; ho will talk till 
midnight ot syndicates. Real ostato is 
tiovor bought by parties or associations 
ot persons. Tho Boston syndicate bought 
lots 3 to 0, inclusive, in block ii, Ball's 
addition, on which to build an opera- 
house. 
The English syndicate, or tha 


Wall-street syndicate, or tho French 
syndicate bought so few or so many lots 
on which to build a 51,000,000 hotel, 'with 
an elevator and electric lights.' Ono 
young man, whoso hair was red and ap- 
pearance foxy, told mo that 'a Philadel- 
phia svndicato bought that corner, point* 
ing a dirty Index finger at a rocky, side- 
hill lot in Wardner, Idaho, 'to build a 
dance-house on.'
